The coroner’s jury wrestled at the 
city hall again this afternoon to discov­ 
er how Michael King who was killed 
by a street car Friday came to his 
death. 
Frank Baxter advanced a the­ 
ory, and a good theory seemingly,somej 
thing which none of the witnesses at 
Saturday's session of the Inquest did. 


Frank Baxter, the man who lives in 
Allniendinger’s building near where 
the accident occurred, testified: 1 know 
very little about the accident. 
At 
or a little later 1 stepped out to the 
door and looked around aiiout the mill 
and 1 saw a man approaching from Ben­ 
ton Harbor walking on the sout h track. 
W ent in the house, had my shoes olT 
Hud started to pullofT my clothes when 
I heard three taps of the car bell and a 
rumbling noise and a sound as if some 
object was struck. 
Kan out and saw a 
man lying on the ground, his feet four 
inches from the outside north rail. 
I 
bellied put the man on the car. 
Saw a 
pool of blood next morning 200 or 22f> 
leet from where I saw the man walk­ 
ing. 


The theory of Mr. Baxter was that 
King stepped off the south track to es­ 
cape the car coming from St. Joseph 
to get killed by the car coming from 
lienton Harbor. 


Dr. .lolin Bell was the ne-t witness 
sworn. 
He was askeil if ne made an 
examination of King’s body and re­ 
plied, “ 1 did, to the best of my ability, 
that is, I made a thorough examination 
of his head as I did not think it would 
he necessary to examine the rest of his 
liody as he was in theeoflln. 
Pndoubt- 
cdly the cause of his death was a se­ 
vere twisting of his neck or twisting 
his head in such a manner as to cause 
a fracture at the base of the brain. 
T here was no depression of skull. I be­ 
lieve he was instantly killed. 
There 
was a severe cut perhaps four Inches 
in length running from the center of 
his forehead backward and several 
bruises.” 
The doctor was asked if he 
made any examination of King in the 
ear the night the accident happened. 
He said, “ Yes. 1 took hold of one of his 
legs, 1 don’t remember which one. and 
there seemed to he a fracture of the 
knee. 
I don’t think either of his arms 
were fractured.” 


(•us Ingleston was the next witness 
called and testified as follows: " l was 
coming home from town. 1 
live on 
West Main street, this side of Heath's 
ship yard and had stepped oft the track 
to let the car pass. 
When I stepped 
on my doorstep 1 heard a fearful clang­ 
ing of the street car liell perhaps 12 or 
l.'i strokes. 
I didn’t think anything 
verv unusual had happened, in fact, I 
told my wife that I sup|>oscd they had 
killed someone's cat. 
W hen tiie car 
bell rung so violently fire streamed out 
from all sides of the car.” 
Mr. Inglef- 
ton, when asked how fast the ear was 
going said he sup|H>scd alnnit fourteen 
miles an hour as near as he could 
judge. 


Motorman Lopker was called and 
stated th at tly3i*e were three cars run­ 
ning the night the accident happened. 
He said he thought the car that was 
coming from St. Joseph the time the 
accident haptiened was between the 
viaduct and bridge and th at In* r e ­ 
versed the car liefore ho struck the 
man. 


Dennis Lynch of Benton llarlMtr testi­ 
fied that he was in the car coining from 
St. Joseph and when Iwtween the bridge 
and viaduct the lights went out

Topash had been given a bet­ 
ter education than the other members 
of the band and he was jealous of 1 ’o- 
kagon, jealous because his people all 
loved and trusted him. 
Topash suc­ 
ceeded in making trouble and the gov­ 
ernm ent refused to make any arrange­ 
ments to pay the claim as long as the 
hand was in a family uuarrel. 
Finally 
Topash died, and Ins son took up and 
carried on the trouble where tin* father 
left it off. 
The young man went west. 
He got Into trouiile and was killed by 
one of his relatives. 
Sine** then peace 
has been restored and we are now get­ 
ting our money."

Seamen so Regard the Chanff«~- 
It Was a 
Bla 
Jop. 


A notice to maripor^, issued by the light 
house board two weeks ago, callcd for the 
discoiitinunnce of tho little range light At 
the mouth of St. Joseph harbor snd tho rc< 
movul of the main Wacon light alwut 290 
feet nearer the outer end of the north pier. 
These changes were proclaitned to occur on 
or about Nov. 10 (today.) 
Tho conduit 
leading to to the range ligitt itself was dis­ 
continued yesterday aud tlie big light houso 
was raoyed out to tho end of the pier. 


Engineer Wrege and his force of assis. 
tance dul a neat job on the moving of the 
massive light bouse. It is a big cumber* 
some aiTatr built with a tendency to stand 
any kind of weather for any number of 
years. It was released from its anchorage, 
rai.sed by means of jack screws to tho top 
of the pior to iM new location, 290 feet 
nearer the outer end of the pier. It was a 
job which required tine engineering skill to 
move tho massive structure. It was done 
yesterday anti the light is now lirmlv an­ 
chored at the end of the pier. 


Seamen and ut^iers acquainted with the 
previous ^condition of tho lighls, say that 
the change is a very 
benetlcial one. 
They claitu the liltlo light which gave the 
range of the pier could not be seen un> 
lil the approaching ship was right on tt>p 
of it. The big light now gives thu exact 
location of tho end of the pier and may be 
seen many miles so that the sailor runs no 
risk of missing the end of the pier. 
His 
chart will give him tho range of the pier. 


The change is made to make room for 
the new fog signal tho work uf)on the erec­ 
tion which will bugin at once.

"That n big soctiou of lower New 
York Rome day will bo wiped ont by 
flro 1r probablo if existing conditions 
continue,*’ Fire Chief Bouuer said to a 
Presa reporter. 


ThoHeoonditionnare the height of the 
bnildingR, the ma(orial used in their 
construction, ttie iiarrowncsa of tho 
Rtreeta and the inadequacy of the water 
Rtipply. 


It is A favorite argnment that if worst 
Came to worst» buildingn ahead of a 
bnrning area eonld bo blown np, as tho 
fanner turns a dead furrow toehcek tho 
prairie flro. This theory is not advanced 
any more by intelligent men, says tho 
chief. 


“ We oati fight a fire 126 foot high, or 
ten stories. Above that wo are well 
nigh helpless. They say that tho modern 
tall fireproof building needs not as much 
i 
retention as the ordinary low struotan;. 
lut tho fireproof building is yet to bo 
bnilt. The coniniunists eonldn’t destroy 
Paris fn 1871 evon by the use of barrolH 
of potrolouni. lu, iljuorican buildingii 
arc all thu nocesHitios of a big, hot flro, 
without tho aid of a drop of petroleum. 
Tho largo structures in foreign eiticH 
uro built far more solidly than ours. 
Having fewer forests ami loss wood, 
Europeiin builders get along with littlo 
inside trim of wood. Iron nnd steel in 
these days have taken tho place in thin 
country of masonry. 
Nothing with* 
Stands flro as well as a well constnictcd 
brick wall. Iron colunuis aro covered 
with four inches of terra cotta or brick, 
which flro and water can tear off in a 
Rhort time. Then tho stripi)od iron ih 
left to warp and twif!t and tumble. 1 
believe the covering should be eight 
Inches. 


“ With only one night watchman in a 
building, in danger, like all mortals, of 
sudden sickness or incapacity, and with 
no night elevator, a tiro could get a 
good headway in tho upper floors of a 
20 or SO story building. Bursting out 
of tho windows and fanned by a strong 
wind, tho flames could easily leap thu 
narrow streets of lower New York and 
a flro of enormous extent and damage 
begin. 


"1 have always opposed putting a big 
building in City Hall park. Iielieviug 
that tho time might conio when that 
area, neodful as a base of oporatioiiR, 
would be'the salvation of tho city. “ 
Mo.>it of the now skyscrapers have flro 
fighting appliancos of their own of more 
or less value. Tanks on tho rttof and in 
tho cellar are supplied ami kept full by 
various syKtcnis, but the.so are as nmclt 
for tho ordinary requirements of tenants 
as for liossiblo use in flre. Some of tho 
structures have standpipes insido or out* 
side tho wall. Legally there is no way 
of compidling the builders of what is 
called a ' ‘fireproof” building to put in 
more than thu most ordinnry fire appli­ 
ances, even above the 125 foot line. 


Building a 20 story structure is much 
like building a dwelling houso in one 
resiHict—there’s always devintiona from 
the plana and improvements ui)on them. 
For every alteration from tho drawings 
filed with tho building department tho 
fieriuission of tho Ixmrd of examiners 
must be had. If the alterations are prop, 
or, consent is granted, bat on condi* 
tion that approved fire appliances be put 
in the building, particularly in the up­ 
per stories. These include a stipulation 
that at least one elevator shall be ready 
to run at any timo in the night in or* 
dor that the firemen can got up and 
down quickly; the putting of liose and 
fire bucket« on each floor, and, usually, 
a standpipe, with couplings for each 
floor. When tho builders conHent to add 
these equipments and others deemed 
necessary, including a competent night 
watoh service, permission is granted to 
mako the alterations. This applies, of 
course, only to buildinys under con* 
struction recently. Of those already up 
there is snmll hope unless the under- 
wri tojrs’ offer of lower premiums appeal 
sufllciently to the pocketbook. 


To the end that tho flro resistance of 
building materials shall be known posi­ 
tively, flro t(Mits have t)cen made under 
the supervision of tho superintendent of 
buildings. Three such public exhibitions 
already have been held, and they will 
be continued at intervals through the 
winter. When finished, Buperintendent 
Constable will make a rt*|)ort to tho 
board of examiners. 


Tho cry lor more water in the lower 
part of the city has been insintent for 
years. Many have bt^en tho plans for 
reservoirs at tho Battery and on cither 
side half a mile or, a mile up stream. 
Every time an extra lino of pipe has 
been laid with the object of furniKhing 
the needed surplus it has been tapped 
up town. The fire and building depjut' 
ntunts hope that tho two 48 inch mains 
being laid in Fifth avenue will bo left 
for the relief of the section below Chain- 
berg street. Chief Bonner Bay« the Forty * 
s^ond street reservoir should not be dis­ 
turbed until water is flowing undiverted 
through these mains to the locality that 
needs it most and for which it is iu* 
tended. 


That New York will be brought face 
to face with grave ¡jeril from tho 80 
storied structures unless precautions 
plentiful and timely are taken is not 
doubted by those who have studied the 
problem of luaintainiiig safety with 
monutiiiinoiui 
firebrands 
iu 
narrow

pnys for creating theso now buildings 
do not seem to realize this fact, although 
the voterim chief of (he flre department 
reiterates this (statement about ouco u 
your. Head whut ho Biiyn. 


"Thnt n big section of lower New 


York eomo day will bo wiped out by 
flro is probable if existing conditions 
contiuuu," Firu Chief Bouner euid to it 
Press reporter. 


Those conditions uro tlio height of the 


buildings, tlio material used in their 
COUP truut ion, tlio uurrowncsH of 
the 


fetreets and tho inadequacy of the water 
supply. 


It ia a favorite argument that if worst 


Oiimo to worb'tt buildings nliead of a 
burning area could bo blown up, as tho 
farmer turns ;i dead furrow to check tho 
prairie fliu This theory is not advanced 
any uioro by intelligent men, Buys the 
chief. 


"\Vo cnh fight ti flro I2fi feot high, or 


ten HtorltiH. Above thafc wo aro well 
nigh helpless. They siiytliat. tho modern 
tnll fireproof building needs not ns much 
protection us tlio ordinary low structure. 
l3ut tho fireproof building is yet to bo 
built. The connnutiiBts couldn't destroy 
i'aris in 1871 oven by tho USD of barrels 
of petroleum. Iu American buildings 
are all tho necessities of n big, hot lire, 
without tho aid of a drop of petroleum. 
The largo structures in foreign cities 
nro built far more solidly than ours. 
Having fewer foreslfl and loss wood, 
European builders get along with little 


o trim of wood. Iron and steel in 


these days havo taken tho place in t-hiK 
country of masonry. 
Nothing with- 


stands firo us Well an a well constructed 
brick wall. Iron columns aro covered 
with four inches of terra cotta or brick, 
which fire nnd water cnn tear off in a 
short time. Then tho stripped iron if- 
left to warp ami twist and tumble. I 
believe tho covering should bo eight 
inches. 


"With only one night watchman in a 


building, in danger, like all mortals, of 
sudden sickness or incapacity, and with 
no night elevator, .a lire could get a 
good headway in tho upper floors of a 
20 or HO story building. Bursting out 
of. tho windows and fanuod by a strong 
wind, the (lames could easily leap the 
narrow streets of lower New York and 
a firo of enormous extent uiid damage 
begin. 


'I have always opposed putting a big 


building in City Hall park, believing 
that the time might coino when that 
area, needful as a base of operations, 
would be'the salvation of (ho city." 


Most of the new skyscrapers have fire 


fighting appliances of their own of more 
or less value. Tanks on tho roof and in 
tho cellar aro supplied and kept full by 
various systems, but these are as much 
lor tho ordinary requirements of tenants 
as for possible use in firo. Some of tho 
structures have staudpipes inside or out- 
side the wall. Legally there is no way 
of compel ling the builders of what is 
called a "fireproof" building to put in 
more than tho most ordinary fire appli- 
ances, even above the 125 foot line. 


Building i\ 30 story structure is much 


liko building a dwelling house in one 
respect—there's always deviations from 
the plans and improvements upon them. 
For every alteration from tho drawings 
filed witii tho building department tho 
permission of tho board of examiners 
must be bad. If the alterations are prop- 
ir, consent is granted, but on condi- 
tion that approved firciippliaiicesbeput 
iii tho building, particularly in the up- 
per stories. These include a stipulation 
that at least one elevator shall bo ready 
to run at any time in tho night in or- 
der that the firemen can got up and 
down quickly; the putting of hose and 
fire buckets on each floor, and, usually, 
u staudpipe, wilh couplings for each 
floor. When the builders consent to add 
these equipments and others deemed 
necessary, including a competent night 
watch service, permission is granted to 
make the alterations. This applies, of 
course, only to buildings under con- 
struction recently. Of those already up 
thpro is small hope unless the under- 
writers' offer of lower premiums appeal 
sufficiently to the pockotbook. 


To the end that the firo resistance of 


building materials shall be known posi- 
tively, fire tests have been made under 
tho Supervision of tho superintendent of 
buildings. Three such public exhibitions 
already have been held, and they will 
bo contiuuttd at intervals through tho 
will tor. When finished, Superintendent 
Constable will make a report to tho 
board of examiners. 


Tho cry fur uioro water iu the lower 


part of the city has been insistent for 
years. Many have been tho plans for 
reservoirs at tho Battery and on either 
side half a mile or_ a inilo up stream, 
Every time an extra lino of pipe has 
been laid with the object of furnishing 
tho needed surplus it has born tapped 
up town. The (ire and building drpart 
muuts hope that the two 48 inch main 
being laid in Fifth avenue will be left 
fortheri'lief of the .sect,ion below Cham- 
bers street. Chief Boimer says the Forty- 
second street reservoir should not bo dis- 
turbed until water is flowing undiverted 
through theso mains to the locality that 
nueds it most and for which it is in- 
tended. 


That New York will bo brought faco 


to faco with grave peril from the 30 
Btnricd structures unless precautions 
plentiful and timely are taken is not 
doubted by those who have studied tho 
problem of maintaining
